And  are  not  all  the  Nobility  in  the 
World  made  at  home  or  abroad  ?  As  for 
their  Defcent,  all  know  the  King  is  the 
Fountain  of  Honour,  and  Vertue  theSub- 
jcdl-mattcr :  if  thence  one  is  created  No- 
ble, certainly  his  Progeny  are  as  truly  fo,

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as  Cafter  all  your  pains  to  prove  your 
own  Forefathers  Scoundrels )  your  lelf 
muftbefuch.  But,  after  fo  much  labour 
to  leflert  the  Honour  of  the  Englifh,  by 
fliewing  their  bafe  Extrad:,  in  page  59. 
you  allow  our  Anceftors  to  be  Heroes. 
After  that,  that  it  fignifies  nothing  to  us 
what  tlrey  were  :  So  the  fcope  of  your 
Satyr  hath  been  againft  juft  Nothing, 
The  whole  Poem  indeed  is  fram'd  of  Con- 
tradicStions.  You  fay,  page  31.  we  have 
every  Grace  bat  Charity, p2LgQ  3x.  that  we 
always /c^^^Iefs  freely  than  we  gii^d" ;  which 
doubtlel's  llicws  the  nobleft  inclination  to 
Charity.  So  that  now  you  have  allow'd 
us  every  Grace,  what  is  become  of  your 
Satyr  in  the  mean  time  ?  You  fay,  page 
31.  thQ  Englifh  ZXQ  Hl-mturcl ;  That  their 
Favour  is  never  to  be  recover'd  by  any 
Merit,  if  once  loft.  In  the  very  next  page. 
That  they  are  never  angry  long  ;  and  in 
page  34.  That  they  jorget  and  forgive  In- 
juries, In  page  10.  you  make  the  Inno- 
cency  of  the  Britams  to  be  the  occafion 
of  their  being  conqucr'd ;  m  the  very 
fame  page  you  make  the  Devil  oi  Ingra- 
utude  to  be  the  firft  occafion.   In  page  25. 

thev 
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they  are  terrible,  hold,  2nd  jferce :  in  page 
33,  both  their  Brar,*^s  and  Paffions  ztQ.cool. 
But  it  were  endlefs  to  recite  all  of  this 
kind.  Then  for  your  Stile,  (  not  to  men^ 
tion  your  ftately  beginning  with  an  old 
Saw)  'tis  a  hotch  potch  of  Satyr,  P^ne^^ 
rick,  Hercick,  and  Burlefque.  As  to  the 
ftrcngth  of  the  Senfe,  I  will  only  cull  out 
the  following  from  much  of  the  like,  be^ 
caufe  by  the  change  of  the  Letter  you 
put  an  Emphafis  upon  it,  to  Ihevv  it 
the  more  remarkable  and  fludy'd  Non- 
kiikypage  34. 

Forgetting  and  forgiving  Injury ; 

Which  may  he  true,  thus  rightly  underjloo  J,

Where  forgetting  and  forgiving  ilL  turns^ 
if  rightly  underftood,  means  forgiving 
and  forgetting  both  ///  and  good  turns.

Cowley  fays  he  does  not  allow  in  him- 
felf  to  end  with  two  the  fame  Syllables, 
not  even  in  the  moft  licentious  Pyndarick 
Strain;  and  tho'  he  does  ix.,  'tis  ftill  with 
a  third  to  anfwer  both ;  but  lie  utterly

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difallows  of  it  in  all  other  Poetry.     Yet 
■    you,  in  page  4.  make    contend  rhime  to 
pretend  ;  and  in  near  twenty  places  more 
in  the  feme  manner  ;  which  is  naufeous, 
efpccialiy  where  there  is  not  more  force  to 
I    mitigate  the  Offence.    To  pafs  over  your 
Verles   with  Badgers   Feet,  and  infinite 
more  things  inconfiftent  with  true  Poe- 
try.   Some  fancy  it  a  Work  of  great  la- 
bour as.  to  the  Hiftorical  part  :  but  I,  in 
your  defence,  told  them,  two  hours  read- 
ing in  the  Book  from  Prideauxs  Papers 
wou'd  give  you  every  hint,   and  two 
more  at  Bill/ngfgate  all  the  Satyr,  which 
confifts  in  calling  Rafcal,  Rake,  Scoundrel, 
Sot,  Whore,  &c.    But  to  excufe  all  your 
faults,  you  fay  you  faw  fome,  but  the 
Book   was  printed,  and  fo  too  lace  to 
mend.     What  pity  'twas,  that  you  cou'd 
not  read  your  own  hand  before  it  was 
printed  >    But  now,    to  ;:econciIe  your 
Country,  I  fancy  you  to  be  the  Spawn  of 
both  Nations,  got  by  a  Dutch  Pot- He  roe 
upon  an  Englijh  F/Jh-wife  ;  deriving  the 
Wit  of  your  Arguments  from  thefirft,  and 
the  Delicacy  of  your  Language  from  the 
laftv    Nor  are: you  much  unlike  thcfa-

'Tis  well  known  Mr.  Hal- 
ley,  Mr.  Gihlo4S,  Mr.  Cook,  Mr.  Crofs\ 
Mr.  Bamjler^  and  all  our  moft  famous, 
were  always  free  from  that  imputation. 
But  I  fuppofe  C  like  that  Boor-Painter  ) 
you  mean  fuch  as  you  converfe  with.  To 
ihew  your  Skill  in  Mufick  is  as  great  as 
in  Poetry,  you  fey  our  Chorifiers  drink 
Wine  to  clear  the  Voice ;  a  thing  of  quite 
contrary  effcd: ;  nay,  that  Wine  is  the 
Balm  that  Surgeons  pour  into  Wounds.  Oh 
what  a  fine  thought !  But  'tis  well  knowa 
your  Dutch  Vice  is  much  left  off  here 
by  the  better  fort.  To  refled:  on  the 
Clergy,  you  raife  Chimceras ,  and  then 
valiantly  oppofe  them.  Which  of  them 
recanted  the  Dodrines  of  Non-Refijlance 
and  Pajfive  Obedience  towards  King  James 
1 4  during 
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during  his  Governmenc  ?  Which  of  them 
hath  receded  from  thoft  Principles  to  the 
prefent  ?  What  Fathers  took  up  Arms  ? 
Which  of  them  fent  to  invite  the  King, 
or  appears  now  uneafie  under  him,  or  the 
lead  defedive  in  Loyalty  ?  Your  Satyr 
as  much  touches  the  CA/;?^yt^^  as  Them. 
But  concluding  none  of  this  Dirt  vyou'd 
flick,  you  call  them  the  ^rujihn  Clergy  ; 
though  'tis  confefs'd  by  all  People,  that 
of  fo  exemplar  a  Life  as  to  Morals,  Co 
profoundly  Learn'd  in  Divinity  and  all 
Philofophy,  there  is  not  a  Clergy  in  the 
World.  But  I  ask  their  pardon,  that  [ 
fhou'd  {eem  to  think  your  ienfelefs  Re- 
fiedions  worthy  notice.  Defpairing  of 
being  fav'd  by  your  Clergy,  you  appeal 
to  the  King  in  a  Panegyrick  of  fuch  ex- 
travagant unnatural  Flights,  that  it  looks 
more  like  a  Banter  :  Bur,  as  if  the  Devil 
ow'd  you  a  (hame,  you  have  prevented 
all  hopes  of  Mercy  there,  by  being  more 
fawcy  viich  Him  than  all  the  reft.

%^.  That  he  creates  Peers  of  Men  of  ha

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Merit y  who  have  o:dy  Impudence  and  Mq'* 
ney  to   recommend  them*     Nay,  you  have 
the  impudence  to  call  him  Madman ;  for 
you  fay,  p^i^e    51.  he  ivere  a  Madman  to 
truft  Englilh    Gentlemen;     and  he   hath 
luilicientiy    declar'd    his  Confidence    in 
them.      You  highly  derogate   from  his 
Glory  ;  for  inftead  oi  being  Monarch  of 
a  brave  People,  you  niake  him  only  the 
Head  o{  Banditti',  nay,  worfe  ;  for  you 
fay  our  Anceftcrs  were  Thieves  and  Rob- 
bers, and   that  we  degenerate  from  them. 
So  that,  fiiou'd  he  ulc  your  Dialed:  to 
the   Parliament,    inftead  of  faying,    My 
Lords    and  Gentlemen,  he   rnufl;  fay^  My 
Eor^ues  and  Vagalonds.      Nor    certainly 
can  he  like  your  Commoli wealth- Princi- 
ples ;  for  in  fage  43.  you  fay,    If  the 
"People  fayicy  they  have  %ot  Rights  (for  you 
make  Them  Judges  )  they  may  fend  for 
Foreign  Aid  ;  Ihat  if  the  King  breaks  the 
PollulataV   to  the  Cei^^emment,  the  Power 
returns  to  the  People  ;  That  Laws  are  fu- 
periour  to  Kings.     Surely  you  ne'er  read 
an  hdi  of  Parliament.     Is  the   Creature 
above  the  Creator.     But   what  ignorance 
do  you  betray,  when  you  fay  this  is  the

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foice  of  all  Nations  !  \%  it  oi  France,  Ger- 
many, Spain,  Turky,  Perjia,  &c?  Certain- 
ly you  will  not  make  a  King  of  Poland  a 
Precedent  for  the  whole  Univerfe.  You 
conclude  with  a  fingle  Example  to  repre- 
(enc  the  whole  Kingdom,  than  which  no^ 
thing  can  be  more  abfurd-  Yet  every 
particular  of  that  may  be  eafily  refuted, 
but  that  I  think  your  Cenfiire  is  more 
for  Sir  Charles  D— — *Fs  Honour,  than 
your  Panegyrick  would  bcj  fiace  it  is  with 
the  fame  black  Breath  you  endeavour  to 
.blafl  the  Clergy,  Lords,  and  Commons 
with  ;  nay,  in  that  very  Charadter  you 
bring  in  the  Devil  inftigating  the  Parha- 
menr,  page  jS.

Not  the  City,  page  xj.  their  Magifi rates 
are  Porters,  Draymen,    and  Footmen,     Not 
the  Williamites,  for  'tis  all  levell'd  againft 
them,  as  Betrayers  of  the  King  after  they 
had  fet  him  on  the  Throne.     Nor  yet

page  z$:  you  fay,  'tis  Money  and  Impu- 
dence makes  our  new  Lords.  Nor  can 
you  pleafe  the  Dutch ;  for  page  9.  you  fay, 
the  Devil  governs  them  hy  Avarice,  which 
Vice  contains  ingratitude  and  all    bafc-
